The 2-to-6 Child Deserves 
Special Watching

~The child who needs just as 
careful watching as the baby is the 
one from two to six years of aye. 


We bend over backwards to "| 
the baby safe and that is right.

Jin the Far’ East. 


Goneral D, L. Horvath was born 
in Ruasin on August 7, 1858. 
As Sub-Licutenant .of. the 
Imperial Guard he took ‘part in 
the War in 1877-1878. ‘As Licut- 
enant of the Imperial Engincer’s 
battalion ho was commisstoned for 
the construction of the Trans- 
Casplan Raifway. In 1887 he was 
in charge of the section In 
Samarkand of tho same Railway, 
unttl the end of the conatruction, 
and in 1896 was , appointed 
Manager of the Ussuri Railway. 
was transferred: 08 
Manager’ to. the Middle . Asiatic 
Railway, 

In 1002, by special fequest of 
tho Mintater of .Finances, 8. 
Witte, ho was appointed Manager 
of the, Chinese Eastern Railway, 
ng, the moat distinguished and 
able railway engineer. “During 
20 years of management of this 
rjilway General Horvath was able 
to obtain the most prosperous 
results with. this railway, which 
rendered the best services for the 
Russian Empire during’ the two 
Wars—the first in 1906 and the 
Jast during 1914-1917, During 
the war of .1905 many times 
General Horvath, himself took 
charge of the’ locomotives of |. 
military trains, and under the fire 
of the enemy removed the 
wounded men and munitions. 

The appreciation of the Chinese 
population and employees under 
his management was so great that 
the Chinese Government: erccted 
a statue to General Horvath in 
Harbin. 

When. the revolution started in 
Russin he directed the refugees 
in Harbin, and was one of the 
firat who atarted the war against 
communism and bolshevism. Qn 
July 9,-1918, he proclaimed him- 
self as Regent of the Far East, 
but when in West Siberia the 
Russian Government was pro- 
claimed by Admiral Koltchak he 
at once reliriquished his own duties 
as Regent. 

His work for ‘the. glory of 
Russia was duly aporeciated by 


‘the Imperial Government and he 


received many decorations for his 


‘on the 


distinguished service, . His wish 
to. Hibernate Russia ‘from the 
Bolshevik government and his 
work were: so great that the 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nichlaevitch 
of Russian appointed . General 
Horvath as his represgntative and

.Tho murdered ‘woman, Lau Fa 
was aged 49, She lived with hee 
husband, Chan Shing, who is ao 
farm labourer, on a sampan which 
on the night in question was moor- 
ed inshore neur Sha Po Wai village, 
on the Kam Tin River, 

About 4 am., their 17-year-old 
daughter, Chan "tal, who alept ina 
matshed clost’ by: heard her 
father’s shouts for assistance. She 
rushed to where the sdmpan was 
tled up, and saw-her frther, who 
had got out of :the craft, being 
struck to the ground by a man hold- 
ing n chopper, , 

Lying face downwards 
mud, nearer to the sampan, was 
the Inbourer’s wife, the girl’s step- 
mother. She appeared to have al- 
ready succumbed to a murderous 
attack jwhich had’ terminated by 
the time the younger woman reach- 
ed her side, 

The shouts uttered by the man 
‘being attacked were also heard by 
another villager, whose hut was on 
the other side .of the main road 
skirting the shore. He rushed out 
rond, blowing a Police 
whistle. 

The man_ wielding the chopper 
threw away hig weapon, and, joined 
by a second man, who. until then 


had been busily searching the stern |: 


of the.sampan,- ran up the rond and 
disappeared along the bank of the 
Kam Tin River in the direction of 
the shore at the other end. 

Shortly afterwards, o Police 
patrol consisting of two Indians, 
took up the chase, but the robbers 
had had a good start.

The death has occurred of Sir | 


Graham John Bower, at the age’ 
of 856.—Our Own Correspondent. 

The late Sir Graham Bower, 
who was born in Ireland in 1848, 
wos a son of Admiral , James 
Paterson Bower. During the 
famous gold period in Australia, 


rhe visited New South Wales, and 


there married Maude ‘ Laidley 
Mitchell. He entered the Royal 
Navy in 1861, serving continuous- 
ly until 1880, when he was = ap- 
pointed. in South ‘Africa Private 
Secretary to Sir Hercules Robinson 
(a former Governor of Hongkong). 

He retired with the rank of 
Commander’ in 1884, when he be- 
came Imperial Secretary to the 
High Commissioners for South 
Africa.

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BRITISH TRADE. 
WITH SOVIET 


Negotiations for a new com- 
mercial treaty between Britain 
and Soviet Russia are proceeding 
smoothly and there is ground for 
hoping that” they’ will soon lead 
to the conclusion of an .agree- 
ment ‘much less one-sided than 
that which the British Govern. 
ment denounced nine months 


on April 17; The old agreement. 


had been made on the mode! of' 


the agreements with other coun- 
tries, where, as with us, buying 
and selling are matters of jndi- 
vidual judgment and inclination, 
It took no account of the fact 
that in Russia all trade and in- 
dustry is a monopoly of the 
State. There was less excuse 
for. this since the leaders of the 
Communist Party in Russia had 
never made any secret of the 
advantages in international in- 
tercourse which they hoped to 
secure from this monopoly. The 
“Soviet Encyclopacdia,” for ex- 
ample, writing on the monopoly 
of forcign trade, boasts that:— 
It allows us to increase or de- 
crease our trade with this’: or 
that country, to- influence the 
world market by withholding or 
dumping upon it enormous con- 
signments of export goods, and 
facilitates manoeuvring when we 
aro placing our orders abroad, 
With a candour which is not tn- 
common in Soviet utterances in- 
tended for home consumption, it 
adds that “fluctuations in the 
placing of our orders are often 
dictated: by political motives.” 
Tho need for special safeguards 
in trading with a gigantic State 
monopoly run on these princi- 
ples is now recognised by ali ex- 
cept the few who still hold that 
the only. economic wisdom is to 
buy always in the cheapest mar- 
ket, no matter how - temporary. 
that cheapness is likely to be or 
how ruinous it may prove in the 
Jong run, and no matter, ‘as in 
tho case of Russian. timber, at 
what price in human suffering 
that cheapness is purchased. 
Tho trade agreement with the 
Russian monopoly in any case re- 
quired to ba thoroughly revised 
and recast, if only because it 
had become a complete anomaly 
in present ‘circumstances. “The 
now organisation of home, mar.

According to Lord Burghley, he 
nircady finds that it takes him 
longer and longer every year to 
train into perfect fitness. The 
stiffness of age ‘begins, however 
faintly, ulmost in youth. Men be- 
come veterans in many sports at 
an age ut which they are promising 
young men in business or politics. 

On the whole, I do not think we 
need be excessively saddoned by 
this carly decline of physical vigour 
by the fact that the eye becomes 
less sure, the body less agile, the 
Iimbs less swift while men are still 
young._ :

SENSATIONAL RESULTS. 


Albert Hermann failed twice ‘be- 
fore, reaching such sensational re- 
sults.

The French birth rate is still 


‘dropping, according to the popula- 


tion statistica for 1032 just 
published. Tho‘death rate also 
shews a considerable. decrensc. 

As compared with 1981, last 
year shows, Sn round figures, 
11,600 fewer marriages, _ 8,000 
fewer births and 20,000 fewer 
deaths. So considerable, how- 
ever Is the fall in the death rate 
that the excess of births over 
deaths, only 49,000 In 1931, ex- 
ceeded 61,000 in 1932. 1931 was 
the first year In which the total 
poy-ulation exceeded the prewar 
figure. . 

The birth rate has shewn a more 
or less stendy decling since the 
nbnormal years immediately after 
the War, : 

The Pag de Calais and the Nord 
shew the highest: excess of births 
over deaths, with the Alsace-~ 
Lorraine district running them 
close. . 

A number of inland agricultural 
departments, such as the Lot 
and the Yonne, and. also the 
Valley of the Garonne, shew an 
excess of deaths over births. This 
ja attributed to the migration of 
the younger people to the towns. 
—Reuter, .
